Will Test Results of Deep 
Water Explosion of A-Bomb 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — A 


deep water explosion of an atomic 
bomb to determine the feasibility 
of using them against warships at 
sea appears probable in the forth- 
coming series of tests at the Mar- 
shall Islands nuclear weapon prov- 
ing ground. 


In six years of experimenting, 


the atomic weaponeers have tried 
out explosions under a variety of 
conditions—mid-air burst, surface 
cxplosiori, underground and in shal- 
low water. They now have amassed 
a vast amount of data on what 
such blasts will do to buildings, un- 
derground 
structures, 
weapons, 


ships anchored in harbor and to 
men. 


Need Tests 


But until they go ahead with a 


lest first planned and then aban- 
doned in 1946, they will not know 
how effective would be a deep 
water blast of an atomic "mine" 
against a force of war ships or a 
convoy under way on the high seas. 


The assumption^ that at least 


some target ships will be used in 
the test, although instruments that 
record shock, pressure, radiation 
and other effects could provide 
valuable data alone. 


Without tapping its reserve fleet 


of modern, useful vessels, the navy 
has on hand a large number of 
combatant ships, transports and 
smaller craft, many of which could 
be used in the experiment. Left 
over from the 1946 Bikini tests are 
several battleships and cruisers, 
almost a dozen destroyers, a half 
dozen submarines and a variety of 
transports. 


Ci(e Results 


The "Baker" test in Bikini la- 


poon produced formidable results; 
two battleships, a big carrier, three 
submarines and some small craft 
were sunk in that single blast of 
one weapon. 


Scientists believe a deep under- 


water shot might produce 
far 


greater damage over a much wider 
area. This is because the full blast- 
ing power of the bomb would be 
held within the water and the

Hoyt S. Vandenberg's sudden and 
unexplained flight here for an un- 
usual 
Sunday conference 
with 


President Truman, at the presi- 
dent's summons, stirred renewed 
speculation today as to its signifi- 
cance. 


White House aides said the con- 


ference was "important" but not 
necessarily of a "pressing: nature." 
They would not elaborate. 


In Washington, Pentagon sources 


were silent. Air force offices mere- 
ly said that the plane Vandenberg 
normally uses had not returned to 
Washington at a late hour last 
night. 


The president summoned him 


here in a telephone conversation 
Saturday, exactly a day after Tru- 
man flew to Florida from Washing- 
ton. 


There was no hint as to why the 


summons came so soon after the 
president's departure 
from 
the 


capital. 


Photographers were called to the 


pri-.-iident's (jinuicrs to make pic- 
tines of the president and the gen- 
eial together, but reporters were 
not notified of the conference un- 
til after Vandenberg had departed 
tor Washington, two hours after 
his arrival.

foice for a term expected to run 


through June CO, ISSS.-TJiey talked 
in privacy. 


"There were several matters the 


president wanted to talk over with 
him," Presidential Secretary Jo- 
seph Short told a news conference.

household is more than hubby's paycheck can provide, it's a 
good bet that the family will be eating more hash and ham- 
burger, less roast beef and steak. 


Heads of three prominent Illinois business and civic or- 


ganizations, viewing rising taxes, opened Government Econ- 
omy Week in Illinois—March 9-15—by urging the federal 
government to go on a hash-and-hamburger economy diet. 


"It's about time the government started to tighten its 


belt and economize," said Gordon M. Jones, Evanston, presi- 
dent of the Illinois state chamber of commerce, "just like a 
housewife or a business man does when expenses outstrip in- 
come-" 


Jones pointed to the nation's 257 billion dollar debt as 


"disgraceful for a nation with the highest living standard in 
the world." 


"This means that the average American family of four 


has a $6,786 mortgage on its future. The only way we can 
begin to pay off this back-breaking debt is to cut all waste 
and unnecessary spending in our federal government—and 
there is plenty to cut."

John Stuart, chairman of the Illinois Citizens for the 


Hoover report, said the Hoover commission found that the 
government wasted one out of every ten dollars spent. 


"When you consider this in relations to the proposed 85 


billion dollar budget, it becomes an economic disaster," Stuart 
said. 


Stuart remarked that the Hoover commission's recom- 


mendations, if adopted could save the nation a minimum of 
five billion dollars a year—the same amount as the income 
tax increase in 1951.

Parents Should Prepare 
For Kids' Summer Camps 


It is not too early for parents 


who are considering sending their 
children to summer camps to com- 
plete their arrangements. These 
camps for boys and girls are now 
a part of the American scene 
which thousands of lucky young- 
sters enjoy each year. 


Most camps require that the 


youngsters have a physical ex- 
amination before going. This is to 
reveal any physical defect which 
might interfere with full activity 
so that proper measures can be 
taken to avoid undesirable risk. 


The presence of heart disease, a 


severe allergy or diabetes, for ex- 


be known before 
gets into trouble 


ample, should 
the youngster 
from any activity normally con- 
ducted in a summer camp. 


The camp will also give parents 


instructions as to what clothes 
should be taken, the number of 
blankets, and similar information 
which is always needed before a 
camping experience can be com- 
fortable and happy. 


Most camps require one or more 


successful smallpox vaccinations. 
Some ask for typhoid inoculations, 
although the danger from this dis- 
ease has greatly decreased. Others 
require Inoculations against teta' 
nus or-lockjaw. The regulations 
for camps vary, and some other 
inoculations such as those against 
diphtheria may or may not be re- 
quired. 


The youngster going to a camp 


should be prepared to abide by 
the rules. For example, if the 
camp is located in an area where 
there are rattlesnakes, high boots 
may have to be worn and it could 
be dangerous to break this regula- 
tion. 
ABIDE BY CAMP RULES 


In most places swimming is an 


Important part of camp life and 
the rules of safety should be 
strictly followed. Knives, axes, 
and other Instruments which can 
cause injury should be taken only 
as advised by the camp directors 
and then certain rules for their 
safe use must be observed. 


It la a mistake to believe that 


camps are bound by too many 
rules. Summer camps for young- 
sters have only those rules which 
have been proved necessary for 
the protection of the campers. To 
follow them will not interfere 
with pleasure but will greatly in- 
crease the safety of the fortunate 
boys and girs who have this op- 
portunity. 


Parents who do not know how 


to go about choosing a camp for 
their youngster can obtain infor- 
mation by writing the American 
Camping Association (343 South 
Dearborn Street, Chicago, 111.). 
This fine organization can also 
supply information on camps for 
youngsters who are suffering from 
some physical handicap which 
might make one of the general 
camps unsatisfactory.

It'll Pay You to Watch Lead 


By OSWALD JACOB* 


What should West choose as his 


opening lead in today's hand? He 
fell back on the un-bid suit, but 
was this a wise choice? 


Let's not look at the result for a 


moment. Consider the bidding, for 
maybe it will indicate the killing 
opening lead. 


North's double of one heart 


shows length in hearts and, almost 
surely, shortness 
in diamonds. 


North would not be in a hurry to 
double a bid of only one heart if he 
had length in his partner's suit 


South's bid of one spade shows 


shortness in hearts. Otherwise he 
would stand for the double of one 
heart. The rest of the bidding In- 
dicates that both partners have 
length in spades. 


In short, the bidding tells you 


that each partner has trumps and

that each is short in a- different 
side suit. Obviously, declarer will 
plan to cross-ruff the hand. Just as 
obvious, the best defense is to lead 
trumps at every opportunity. 


If West had opened a trump. 


East would have taken two trumps 
and led a third round. South would 


then struggle desperately, but he 
would eventually win only eight 
tricks. 


When West opened the ten of 


clubs, thoughtlessly enough, the 
result was very different. Declarer 
won the first trick in dummy with 
the king of clubs, ruffed a heart, 
cashed the ace of diamonds, and 
ruffed a diamond in dummy. 


The cross-ruff was now well un- 


der way. Declarer continued by 
rulfmg a second heart in his hand 
and a second diamond in dummy. 
He next ruffed a third heart in his 
hand and returned to dummy with 
the jack of clubs to ruff a fourth 
heart in his hand. 


By this time nine tricks were 


safely tucked away where the mice 
couldn't get at them. South tried 
the ace of clubs and found to his 
joy that both opponents followed 
suit. That was his tenth trick. 


Just for art's sake, South now 


led a diamond and discarded a 
fieart from dummy. East had only 
his three trumps left, so he had to 
ruff and lead spades to dummy's 
Ung. Thus South made his contracl 
with an overtrick. The opening 
lead made a difference of three 
tricks.

Those who tried thereafter to organize free 
unions to protect themselves against the Commu- 
nists of the CIO, some of whom were close friends 
of Franklin and Eleanor Roosevelt and of Felix 
Frankfurters, and to break the power of gangsters and other dic- 
tators of the A.. F. of L. were denounced as "dual unionists" and 
"disrupters." 
Some were killed. 


One of those who lost his life was shot dead in front of his mod- 


est home in Chicago a few days after he had given evidence to an 
agent of the treasury in the old Federal building regarding the in- 
come of William E. Maloney, the president of the Operating En- 
gineers' union, a racket of historic notoriety. 
His name was Wil- 


liam Bruce Ziegler and he had tried to clean up a rotten condition 
in his own local. He had a wife and seven children. After he gave 
evidence regarding Maloney's income under the stupid assumption 
that the federal government would take appropriate action and 
give him police protection, he' telephoned the treasury agent one 
evening in great fear to say that two officials of the national union 
had chased him in a downtown street. As he got away, he heard 
one of them yell "God damn you; we will get you yet!" 


The agent was not a policeman and therefore could not attach 


limself to Ziegler as a bodyguard. Within the week, it happened 
that the street light nearest Ziegler's home was out of commission 
as he returned at night from his futile search for work In a town 
where the union blacklist revokes the right of decent men to earn 
their living. In the dark, he was shot dead. Nobody ever was ar- 
rested. If the treasury ever found any fault with Maloney"« tax 
returns, the information was not revealed. 


The treasury agent carefully recorded the facts. 
And the picture of that same Maloney, stout and prosperous 


and dressed in luxurious tweedy stuff, was published on page one of 
the "All News-Reporter" in the issue .of Jan. 30, which covered the 
vinter meeting of the grand inner circle of high binders at Miami 
Beach.

Position of United States in 
World Affairs' at Club Meet 


"The position of the United 


-States in Woid Affairs" was the 
Vopic Of Miss Esther Barton when 


she addressed the Dixon Woman's 
club at the Loveland Community 
House Saturday. Miss Barton is 
principal of Lincoln school, Dixon, 
and is a world traveler and lec- 
ture.. She attended a six weeks 
course unique with the American 
University in Washington, D.C. 
last summer. This course was en- 
titled "An Institute of the Posi- 
*ion of the United States in World 
^Mfairs". 


Two weeks of this course were 


spent on the work of the various 
departments and Congress in deal- 
ing with foreign affairs. Speakers 
were from departments of gov- 
ernment or advisory staff mem- 
bers. Two weeks dealt with U.S. 
affairs in Europe and Asia and 
the speakers represented foreign 
legations and also 
Americans 


_yssociated with those countries. 
"One week was spent hearing about 
the Latin American relations and 
the last week was in New York 
with the United Nations. 


Some of the impressions Miss 


Barton gleaned from her studies 
in Washington were that mem- 
bers of Congress who are sincere 
are a hard working group. There 
has been a tremendous increase 
In tlii State Department with this 
-country's growth in world af- 
fairs. In 1938 the State depart- 
ment employed some 930 mem- 
bers but in 1951 the number was 
about 10,000.

Some 150 detectives picked up

The number one man sought was 


a convicted murderer and prison 
fugitive, Frederick J. (The Angel) 
Tenuto, an old pal of Sutton. They 
broke out of a Pennsylvania prison 
together in 1947. 


Schuster pointed out Sutton, the 


most wanted man in America, to 
police just 19 days before the 
young clothing salesman was slain 
Saturday night. 


Six doors away from home, 


Schuster was hit by four .38 cali- 
ber bullets. 


Police disclosed that he had re- 


ceived 11 threatening letters since 
he put the finger on Sutton. He 
had so many threatening phone 
calls that he had the number 
changed to an unlisted one. 


Neighbors said he hadn't left the 


house for a week before he decided 
to venture out Saturday after FBI 
agents reassured him.

March 8, 


Spanish Archbishop Warns of

SEVILLA. SPAIN —(AP)—Pe- 


dro Cardinal Segura Y Saenz, Ro- 
man Catholic archbishop of Sevilla, 
published a pastoral letter today 
warning 
against 
tolerance 
of 


Protestantism and other "hereti- 
cal religions" in this country. 


A new campaign against Protes- 


tants is expected in the wake of 
the pastoral. The Spanish govern- 
ment is known, however, to be up- 
set by the letter and by an attack 
on a Protestant chapel here last 
Wednesday. 


A group of well-dressed youths 


invaded a Protestant chapel here 
during choir practice that day, in- 
sulted the pastor and burned a 
number of hymn books and pews. 
The son of a well-known Carlist 
(Monarchist faction) was arrested 
but released. This was the first 
anti-Protestant incident to come to 
notice in some months. 


In his pastoral letter, Cardinal 


Segura, the senior prelate of Spain, 
warned the government not to 
trifle with Catholicism's position as 
the state religion in order to se- 
cure favors from other nations in 
>olitical negotiations.

type of apprehension. He used as 
some of the most unusual examples 
items such as jealousy, which is a 
fear of loss of affection; guilt, 
which is a fear of punishment, or 
loss of cherished standards or op- 
portunities; and Avorry, which is an 
example of a personality troubled 
by the conflict created by a fear- 
ful attitude toward our life and 
problems. 


He pointed out that the healthy 


and promising prospect in the 
whole question is the fact that 
many of the things which stand 
in the way of a rich and full life 
come from 
the never 
ceasing 


search for happiness. He suggested 
that when these things are put to 
the proper use, much good can 
come from them. At the conclusion 
Watkins challenged his audience to 
definite and concrete action to- 
wards setting aside the personal 
mpediments that may be standing 
n the way of a greater enjoyment 
of life.

Where do the biggest black bass come from? Florida, Georgia, 


Alabama and lately Tennessee. This is based on the results of the 
Field & Stream National Fishing Contest, which is a very precise ba- 
rometer in the stormy caieer of America's Number One fresh water 
gamefish. 


Out of 171 prize winners taken in the pant four years, 


over 60 per cent were rucked up in the deep south. What's 
tho best (mil ? Plugs by a wide margin. No less than 110 were 
taken on tho artificial minnow; live bait ran a remote second 
uith 31 bass, while the spoon accounted for 20. Fly rod fans 
scored a low 10 with assorted popping bugs, flics and spinners.

It might be argued that more people cast plugs than any other 


type of bait designed for bass. Spoons didn't make a good showing be- 
cause they never have been too popular In the South. A fe\v special- 
ists drape them with pork-rind and pitch them up cypress tunnels, but 
the average cracker works with a two-handed bait casting rod and 
a wooden minnow. 


Fly rod talent is scarce throughout the nation, so It's no 


surprise to find fly-casters at the bottom of this league. But 
live bait fishing Is just as popular as bait casting, and the final 
score blows a great big hole In the live bait myth. 


The fact that barrel-sized bass are turned out of southern ponda 


with fair regularity Is no surprise. There seem to be two main reasons 
why the growth is faster below the Mason-Dixon line. 


First, they are in the South. Within normal limits fish grow 


faster in warm water. Secondly, the growing season is much longer 
in the South than in'the North.

In most northern states, bass must make all of their 


growth In three or four months when the water Is over 60 to 
70 degrees, while In the South bass can fatten for six to nine 
months. 


A third reason, which will show up with more and more prize win- 


ners coming from Tennessee, is that her reservoir lakes are new lakes, 
where there is comparatively little competition. Fish in new lakes 
usually show phenomenal growth.

We predicted last year that Dale Hollow Reservoir In 


Tennessee was going to produce the largest smallmouth bass 
in tho nation for tho next three years—and probably a world's 
record. This year. Dale dominated the smallmouth division 
with seven out of 10 prize winners,

Wolf Creek Reservoir in Kentucky, and the Center Hill Reservoir in 
Tennessee. Wolf will have tho largest volume of water east of th« 
Mississippi river, with 1255 miles of shoreline in easy driving distance 
for anglers in Tennessee. Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 


Add both of these to your fishing program for 1953, be- 


cause that's the year these two bass ponds are going to turn 
out a crop of lunkcrs.

Pilot Belly-Lands Crippled 
Plane, Passengers Are Safe 


DAYTON, O., (AP)—Four-hour 


drama in the skies ended safely 
•arly today when a skillful pilot 
belly-landed his Lockheed Lode- 
star airplane with four persons 
aboard. 


Pilot Carl R. Siemer, 31. of 


Cincinnati, brought the craft down 
on the flare-lit grass of Dayton's 
Municipal airport at nearby Van- 
daha while a crowd of several 
thousand looked on. 


They had been drawn to the field 


by radio 'announcements telling 
how the plane ha,d jammed land- 
ing gear and was circling the field 
trying to get the gear down. At 
the same time the plane burned 
up gasoline to lessen the danger 
o:" fire in event of a crash landing. 


The five persons aboard were 


shaken up but not injured. Be- 
sides Siemer were his wife, Ruth, 
26; \V. A. Burns of Cincinnati, 
president of the Trailmobile Corp., 
owner of the plane; Harry Eyler 
of Milwaukee, Wis., an employe 
of thi. firm; and William Pollard 
of Cincinnati, Co-pilot. 


The plane had taken off from 


Lansing. 111., near Chicago at 4:30 
p.m. on a business trip to Denver. 
The landing gear trouble developed 
shortly after the takeoff. 


Siemer decided to head for Day- 


ton because he was familiar with 
the field. 


Just before landing he ordered 


all the doors and hatches removed. 
He jettisoned his flares over a 
nearby lake and. the passengers 
fastened down all lose objects in- 
side the plane. Another plane 
dropped flares to light the grassy 
strip. 


At 12:18 a.m. (11:18 p.m. CST) 


Siemer brought the plane down 
on the grass at a speed of 80-85 
miles an hour. The plane skidded 
500 feet on Its belly, veered to 
the right, but stayed 
upright.
